FulJy aware of th'j euuc/itor*y problem to pruvldi.* n xichool situation geared 
to the Individual noeds and abllltiiif? of the child, the administration in the 
Fall of 1960 presented to the full staff the lde.i of the Nongraded Primary Plan. 
It Was tiilt that through careful study by toa'cherfl .jnd adninistrotion, a plan 
•suitable for Avon could be developed. The NonHrad<>d Prinary Progran was adopted 
in bcptcDber, 1963, tlie schedule .^nte tor the occupahcy of a new elementary 
fjchool. ' ' 

Tl:e Superintendent of .'Jclioola comrjunicatcd with one of the outstanding; 
authorities on Non^jradcd Primary structure. 

Late in 1960, the principal vras appointed for the now scliool which would 
use the Nongraded Primary I Ian. . Several Interested tcacheia applied fc.r 
positions in thi^ procran. Three r.taff meubcrn were chcocn to begin rer.carch 
on the project under the direction of the buiJJlnc principal. 

Invcatigations of existing plans in the state were made. Additional infor- 
mation was R»\thered frora over fifty school systcns frora twenty-three states. 
Other material was compiled fron wcliools visited and from numerous texts, articles, 
and professional Journals. Tlie principal contacted several educators working 
with this type of proj^ram while attendinp, the National Llccicntary School Prin- 
cipals' Convention in Atlantic City, New Jersey, in February, 1961. 

The Board of Education in February,, 1961, authorl^od a thrC'c-veek sumner ^ 
research study on the Noni^radod Primary Plan involvinr, the ataif already appointed. 
A Heading Supervisor w<is .idded to the Avon LJemenCnry faculty for the first time. 
The Reading Supervisor worked in conjunction with the staff members to develop 
readin*} levels. The Superintendent of Scliocf:; continued liis dialogue with the 
consultants rer.ardinj^ the development of AvonV* Nonf;raded Program. 

Upon the completion of this research study, a tentative plan for a nongraded 
primary^ unit in the new school building was formula tod. -flie administrative staff 
received the research study and recommCiulcU that it be submitted to the Board of 
Education for consideration, the Avon Board of Education devoted its October 2A, 
1961, meeting to the presentation of the research study. At this time the research 
staff cixplained in detail the structure of the nongraded primary unit. Copies of 
the Avon I.'ongraded Primary ProKrara vsfere given to the member^i of the Board for 
their careful, study arcl consideration. 

At its *tarch 20, 1962 meeting the Board of Education unanimously approved 
the Avon Nongraded Primary Program for impletnentation in the Koaring Brook School 
in September, 1963. 

The Board of Education again authorized a tour week research study to be held 
in the summer of 1962 under the direction of the builaing principal. One ni?w 
member wa^^^appolnted to the nongraded staff. Two staff members- from the research 
study of the summer of 1961 completed the study group. Six main items were con- 
sidered during this session: minor revisions and corrections of study; more 
formalized S'tructure of . aritlimetic and reading levels, as veil as other curriculum

t/lth I •e'je studli^a. It srap t]*cn rocomnendcd to the Board of Education by the 
idrninifltrativc ataff that thl& primary, nongraded prop.ram be Implcirentyd In all 
Avoci elcincntary schooln in Septei^ber, 1964. Thla waa llkcwiau approved by the 
Board of tducatlon ;iod In September, 1964, all Avon elcTaentary achoola were uwlnp, 
the primary nonKroded currlculun. 

Durln^i the acadcnic year 1904*1965 note atudlcs v^re r.ndi? of the curriculum 
in action. 

In 19o5 tlio administration reuoniotjnded to the board of education that the 
noncradcd concept be exti*ndc 1 Lhroui;hout the elementary and junior hl^h school. 
The board approved thlj rcconrmendat.f on and authorized a four-we</k reacarch atudy 
for the aummcr of 1966 charged with extending the nongraded currlculun through the 
Junior high achool. Thia comriittce war? comported of reading; and tcathcmat leg tu' chors 
from the upper elerontary and Junior lilgh school gradca. In effect, t>ils conaiiittee 
repeated the process of ItG predeacor, that of deternlnlng content^ oruur of 
instruction, writing of currlculunj and reference naterlnl. 

In Scptepbcr, 1966, thoHc element. iry :<tudent^ who ])ad been studying the 
nongraded prlniary curriculuci continued on the ne^^ material. The rest of the 
Btudcnta, thoee through the Junior hl^Ji achool, btudlod naterlnl which would make 
placcnent on the levels of the curriculum poBsiblc In ScpLomber, 1967. Thlo was 
, done in aorae cases by the toachern goln^; through the new curriculum and working - ♦ 
with conccptTj which the students had nipsed due to chanpos in placcnent of material. 
Thenefore, in September 1967, all atudentf) in the Avon £cltooln, from kindergarten 
through junior hir,h achool were studying the curriculum contained herein. 

In Hay, 1967, the Board of Education approved the continuation of the non- 
gradod concept through the senior year of high school. Later a curriculum Htudy 
cotK'littce was approved for the sumr.er of 1968 to work on the mathematics 
currlculun: for the senior high r.chool followinr* the level format. TlUa was done 
and was implumented in September, 1968, for the freshman year at Avon High School.
